WASHINGTON TO - President 
Eisenhower today 
turned aside 
criticism of his policies by his 
brother Edgar with this smiling 
comment: 
“ Edgar has been criticising me 
since I was 5 years old.” 
That was all the President had to 
say on the subject of his brother. 
The 
President, 
at his 
weekly 
news conference, seemed complete, 
ly unperturbed by brother Edgar’s 
criticism of the chief executive’s 
record peacetime budget. 
The 
President’s rem ark about 
E dgar having criticized him since 
he was a child brought a roar of 
laughter from reporters. 
Eisen­ 
hower responded 
with a broad 
grin and a little chuckle of his 
own. 
No further questions were 
asked and the President made no 
further comment on the incident. 
The elder Eisenhower attacked 
the budget as “ too big" and said 
he “ can’t understand” why the 
President approved it. 
He said 
government spending is “ ridicu­ 
lously high.” 
“ His 
campaign 
promises and 
speeches were for decreased gov­ 
ernm ent 
spending,” 
Edgar told 
newsmen Tuesday night in his ho­ 
tel suite. 
“ I’d like to discover 
what influences are at work.” 
Never Discussed Budget 
He said he has never discussed 
the budget with his younger broth­ 
er, but he presumed the subject 
would come up tonight when he 
attends a stag dinner at the White 
House. 
Edgar, second oldest of the sev­ 
en Eisenhower brothers, held an 
impromptu news conference of his 
own shortly before midnight when 
he met newsmen sitting in the hall 
outside his Statler Hotel suite door. 
Th# 
well - dressed 
Tacoma, 
Wash , lawyer and his w ife Lucy 
hesitated a moment at the eleva- J 
tor door when they saw the news­ 
men. 
Then “ let’s 
face the music,” 
Mrs. Eisenhower said. 
She took 
her husband by the arm and they 
walked to their door. 


In 'Low Spirits* 


Edgar denied published reports 
that he said his brother Milton, ; 
presidential assistant Sherman Ad- j 
a ms and Eisenhow er 
supporter , 
Paul Hoffman influenced the P res­ 
ident toward more liberal spend­ 
ing policies. 
“ I am in pretty low spirits,” Ed- | 
gar said, referring to the reports. | 
He said he and Adams “ don’t 
see eye to eye” all the time. And 
he indicated he felt the same way 
about Hoffman. 
But he said he didn’t know what 
persuaded “ Dwight to go for that 
big budget this y ear” 
“ All I know is that it can't keep 
going up all the tim e.” he said. 
“ It is something everybody should 
be concerned about.” 
Edgar quickly added he doesn’t 
“ blame Dwight” for rising gov­ 
ernm ent spending. 
“ I feel he is somewhat help­ 
less in controlling the budget,” he 
said. 
“ I don’t think he has the 
power to reduce it—that’s up to 
Congress.”

Sheriff Barrett Urges Citizens 


Cooperation to Halt Thefts 


Sheriff William T. Barrett, de­ 
claring the seriffs department has 
received numerous complaints the 
last few months from persons who 
have 
had hubcaps 
stolen from 
cars, today announced the recent 
recovery of 20 hubcaps including 
12 taken from new cars loaded on 
a trailer transport which had been 
parked near Eldorado. 
The other eight came from Har­ 
risburg, he said, adding that 'teen­ 
age boys were responsible for all 
the thefts. 
Six caps came from 
somewhere on Granger street and 
two from the lot south of Mac’s 
Goodyear stare, he stated. 
“ Anyone losing hubcaps around 
these areas should come to the 
sheriff’s office lo look over the 
eight stolen in Harrisburg.” Bar­ 
rett stated. 
Urges Help of Citizens 
The sheriff, in trying to stop 
these petty thefts, urged parents 
to find out where their children are 
going and what they are doing at 
night. 
“ lf they 
have 
an 
unexpected 
source of income, this might bear 
investigation by the parents,” he 
stated. 
“Citizens of the area can 
help officers by taking license num ­ 
bers of suspicious cars, and if they 
see any crime being committed, 
they should try to get license num­ 


bers of cars to give officers a clue 
“ If a license number is not avail­ 
able. they should get as good a 
description of the cars and persons 
as possible.” 
He said that if a person is ap­ 
proached by someone trying to sell 
hubcaps, tires or other items, they 
should know’ with whom they are 
dealing. 
Buying Stolen Goods a Felony 
“ Buying stolen merchandise Is 
a felony and can be punished by 
law,” he stated, “ as well as being 
very em barrassing to the person 
doing the buying.” 
He urged persons contacted to 
get descriptions of the persons and 
the c a y they are in. 
“With such information, the po­ 
lice might know w here to start look. 
mg,” he stated. 
“ The above also 
applies to areas where gasoline, 
stock, soybeans, corn, motors and 
junk are being stolen. 
The infor­ 
mation will be of value to police 
officers and only with the help of 
each citizen can these things be 
cut to a minimum.” 
He also pointed to the possibility 
of some boy being shot in com mit­ 
ting a theft. 
“ The sheriff’s department, city 
police and state police are spread 
thin and cannot be every where at 
once,” he said. “ With your help 
many thieves can be caught.”

The Harrisburg city council yes­ 
terday accepted the bid of the 
Franklin Asphalt Co. of Benton 
for materials needed for the city’s 
oil and chips program on non- 
arterial streets of the city.

Voters turned the president of 
the Southern Illinois Mayors Assn 
out of office in one of a host of 
municipal elections that also fea­ 
tured several nip-and tuck races 
and the election of a dead man. 
One of 
the biggest upsets in

state elections was the defeat of 
Herrin Mayor Dave H. Miller, who 
was seeking a second term. 
Mil­ 
ler, head of the association, was 
ousted by former Mayor Fred Hen­ 
derson by a vote of 1,835-1,433. 
At Carmi, voters turned down a 
proposal to adopt the city m anager 
form of government by a 3-1 m a r­ 
gin, 2.120 to 689. Robert Randolph, 
I head of the Good Government tick- 
! et, was elected mayor over Dr. 
George T. Proctor, a retired den­ 
tist. 
At Mount Vernon, Virgil T. Bail­ 
ey edged Joseph Dull for mayor 
by a margin of 38 of the 5,932 votes 
cast. 
The result was in doubt un­ 
til the final unofficial returns were 
in early today. 
Observers said 
Dull, however, 
probably 
would 
seek a recount. 
Two Dry Ballots 
Residents in the Chicago suburb 
of Villa Park elected Leroy Hurd, 
who died about a week ago, as 
village clerk by a vote of 2,231- 
2,119 over his opponent, Mrs. Hel­ 
en B. Reid. 
The village board 
said it would appoint a person to 
fill the clerk’* office. 
In a referendum vote, only two 
dry ballots were cast in the com ­ 
munity of Muddy. The little Saline 
county town went wet by a margin 
of 56-2 in balloting to permit the 
opening of a package liquor store. 
Henderson, winner 
at Herrin, 
previously served as mayor from 
1937-45 and later became police 
chief, holding that post during part 
of Miller’s administration. 
Miller 
was the only candidate to lose on 
his local ticket. 
Charles Campbell, who has serv­ 
ed for 30 years as Herrin’s city 
clerk, was elected to hi* lith term 
by a vote of 2,482 1,071 over Lezern 
Saylor, an alderman.

Texas and the COP 


Editorial — BY BRUCE BIOSSAT 
Republican dream s of capturing 
a m ajor political office in Texas 
are evidently still far from fulfill­ 
ment 
Ralph Yarborough’* victory 
in the special ll. S. Senate race 
left the Dem ocrats in confident 
control of both Texas and th# Sen­ 
ate. 
Actually, 
Republican candidate 
Thad Hutcheson’* position never 
was strong in the absolute sense. 
Some 
experts 
estim ate 
COP 
strength in Texas at no more than 
14 per cent of the electorate. 
But 
his prospects were heightened by 
the fact thai the Dem ocratic vot# 
stood to be divided among 18 can­ 
didates. 
la th# #nd, this was not enough. 
W hat happened was that Hutcheson 
split the m ajor eonaervative vote 
with Rep. Martin Dies, who ran 
second, and Yarborough romped 
home with the aid of a concentrat­ 
ed liberal vote 
The result was of course a fa t­ 
back for the GOP nationally as well 
as in Texas. A Hutcheson triumph 
would have put the Senate even at 
48-48, giving Vice President Nixon 
a chance to cast a deciding vote. 
The 
conservative 
D em ocrats, 
particularly the pro - Eisenhower 
forces led by form er Gov. Allan 
Shivers, also suffered. 
Less clear is the effect on the 
status of Texas m oderates Speak­ 
er Sam Rayburn and Senate Ma­ 
jority Leader 
Lyndon 
Johnson. 
They will be grateful for the re­ 
buff to Shivers, but they had com ­ 
bined with the conservatives three 
tim es to beat Yarborough in gub­ 
ernatorial elections. 
Once more the Republican party 
has seen dem onstrated that Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower is a case apart. 
Twice he has swept Texas in pres­ 
idential balloting, but obviously his 
victory’ margin 
has been made 
more by Dem ocrats than Republi­ 
cans. 
Nevertheless, the GOP has no 
cause for total discouragement in 
the South 
The party holds more 
seats in Congress, scattered thru 
several southern states, than it has 
in many decades. 
Its percentages 
of the vote have in many cases in­ 
creased marketdly even as defeats 
continued. 
Hutcheson’s third place showing 
was 
moderately good. though a 
long way from enough to win. 
It 
is steadily becoming less painful 
for many southerners to vote Re­ 
publican. 
The evidence suggests 
that time may be inching the South 
toward real two party government.

reality we were enemies.” 


Sprecher said that Hodge also 
claimed to know nothing of how 
$53,000 found its way into a safety 
deposit, box kept by William T.y- 
don, 
a Chicago 
policeman who 
doubled as an interior decorator 
and did *omr high priced decorat 
ink: for Hodge 
Sprecher said Hodge told him he 
couldn't remember where he had 
met Lyden.
